Site of the proposed plant for 
the production of non-explosive 
flares is just south of Sixteenth 
street, several hundred feet west 
of Benson avenue. The land is 
owned by the West End Water 
Co., directors of which are cit- 
rus growers and have ‘approved 
the tentative five-year lease. A 
public hearing before the county 
planning commission at 4 p.m. 
Friday may determine fate of 
the project.

Acceptable 
industries are to be desired and 
every check by interested par- 
ties confirms the belief the as- 
sets outweigh the disadvantages.

City Leads All 


Citrus Areas In 
Rainfall Total 


Upland has received more rain- 
fall this season than any other 
agricultural community in South- 
“yn California and today’s total 
's nearly four times that of a 
year ago. 

In a survey of records from all 
the communities in the south- 
land, Upland season total of 26.89 
inches is ahead of any other 
place except metropolitan Pasa- 
dena and South Pasadena and 
urban Altadena. 

Ontario’s total is more than 
three inches below Upland’s fig: 
ures. 

Alta Loma and Etiwanda have 


rainfall totals within a fraction 
of an inch of the Upland figure. 
In the weekend storm, 1.56 
inches were added to the total. 
Mondays’ storm brought 3.40 
inches. 


A year ago rainfall totals were 
only 6.99 inches.

Upland Chapter, American 
Red Cross, announced that near- 
ly $1600 has been reported by 
precinct workers in the cam- 
paign for funds now in pro- 
gress.

Seventy ver cent of the war

Response to questionaires put 
out several months ago has been 
slow, Mr. Theall said. A door to 
door canvass will be made fol- 
lowing the sounding of the air 
raid warning, to gather up these 
questionaires, distribute replace- 
ments, and assist by answering 
the individual’s questions. 

All residents of Upland are 
urged to discuss the coming air 
raid tests with their friends and 
neighbors so that all will be aware 
of what is happening when the 
date comes. 

Edwin P. Dean, chairman of 
education in the civilian defense 
set-up, was in charge of the meet- 
ing for panic control following 
the warden session. Instruction 
was given by Fred Barrett, Chaf- 
fey high school teacher, who has 
had special training in this work. 
In the first class were 45 mem- 
bers of civilian defense person 
nel, including police officers, fire 
men, and wardens. The panic 
control course will continue March 
18 and 25, with two hours de 
voted to the subject at each meet- 
ing.
